Battles, owner, I found the following 
tixtmes being used: One bath tub, one 
water closet and faucet. No permit or 
license was granted for this work. 


U .Kili West Green street, O. VV. Bat- 


tles, owner, I found the following fix- 
tin es being used: One water closet and 
one faucet. No permit or license waa 
issued for this woik, all of the above 
mentioned work was put in by O. W. 
Uuttlcs. The revenue due the city for 
above fixtures would amount to 850 per 
yeai; the amount that has been paid for 
abeno hxtuies was S18 per year. 


In each of tho above cases tho permit 


was taken out for sprinkling only. I ar- 
rested Mr. O. W. Battles for these viola- 
tions and he \vas prosecuted.

1 also found that Mr. C. W. Battles 


had extended water service into house 
at the corner of King and Edwaid 
streets, without permission. 


1 also found in the basement of the 


Dougherty olock corner Jasper and 
Kleloi ado streets, one wash basin for 
baiber shop uso; this work was put in by 
Mr. A. W. Dillow without permission 
from tho city. 1 would recommend that 
tho license of Mr. A. W. Dillow be ro- 
v okod for the same reason as that of Mr. 
O. \V. Battles. In view of the number 
of violations which I have discovered 
eluring the past few days I have reason 
to believe that there are a great many 
LMies of similar character. On account 
of the duties involveil upon me I find it 
impossible to make a thorough canvas 
of tho city within a reasonable length of 
time. I would recommend that the 
council place at my disposal four men 
for a term of thirty days, so that a cor- 
rect and thorough canvas can be made. 
It is my sincere belief that the revenue 
of tho city would be greatly increased by 
an act of this kind.

DENVEB,Col., April 17. —Thousands of 


citizens who believe in the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 10 to 1 gathered yesterday in the 
capitol grounds and on the steps of 
the east entrance to honor their dis- 
tinguished leaders in the free silver 
agitation. Gen. A. J. Warner, of New 
York, and ex-Congressman Sibley, of 
Pennsylvania, who are making a poli- 
tical tour of this and other states. 


Mr. Sibley sounded the key note of 


the presidential campaign by declar- 
ing that free-silver democrats and re- 
publicans would unite with the por> 
ullsts to organize a new party, whose 
war cry would be bimetallism. The 
meeting was enthusiastically in favor 
of an immediate and aggressive cam- 
paign. 
Hundreds of 
miners were 


brought to the meeting on excursion 
trains from the camps. 
» On the steps of the capitol and about 
the great arcade were gathered many 
of the most distinguished of Colorado's 
citizens. At 3:15 o'clock Judge A. W. 
Rucker, introduced Mr. Sibley, ^ who 
was met with a storm of cheers: "Any 
place but Colorado to talk silver" said 
the speaker. "I did not come to talk 
silver. I can do that in the east, 
where it is needed; but I can ask you 
to advance and exalt the spirit of 
patriotism even at the sacrifice of par- 
tisanship. 
""Silver sentiment is steadily grow- 
ing, and even in Boston and Michigan 
it Is crystalizing. It is spreading in 
spite of the efforts of J. Sterling Mor- 
ton and other members of the cabinet. 


"The people of the east will think 


the white ballots for silver m 1890 will 
amount to a snowstorm and will lie 
down and die like the blind mule in 
the storm of pop-eoi-n. 
"If silver had got its rights when 


Cleveland took the president's chair, 
Denver would now be the center of 
population of the United btates."

These figures show that the hard 


fight made by the 
Municipal club 


against the Republican party and later 
on the personal fight it made against its 
candidates were successfully met3 at 
every turn and it hurt the party but lit- 
tle, if any. The vote received by Traver 
and JScanlan, respectively, shows how 
little the fight against the Republicans 
amounted to.

George B. Swift, who has just been 


elected mayor of Chicago by a plurality 
of over 40,000, was born forty-nine 
years ago at Cincinnati, O. lie came to 
Chicago in 1802 and was educated at 
the Skinner school, the high school 
and the Chicago university. He en- 
tered business with the firm of Lord & 
Smith'as cashier, and in 1870 went into 
business for himself as a. member of 
the firm of Frazier, Swift & Co. Tins 
firm afterward became the Frazier

Lubricating company, of which Mr. 
Swift is general manager. Ever since 
his advent into the business world Mr. 
Swift has been a potent factor in the 
commercial life of Chicago. 


It is probably in public life that he 


has been better known, however. He 
has lived in the Eleventh ward for 
thirty-three years, or ever since he has 
been in Chicago, with the exception of 
six months he resided on the South 
side. lie has watched the ward im- 
prove and increase in value, aud.has 
done as much as any man to aid it in 
this direction. He represented the ward 
in the city council from 1879 to 1881, 
and his one term was marked with abil- 
ity and interest for the people. 


Mr Swift served as special agent of 


the ti'easury under President Arthur, 
and WPS commissioner of public works 
under Mayor Roche. It was in this, lat- 
ter position that he made his great rec- 
ord for brilliancy and integrity. In 
1892 ho v, j.s again elected'to the coun- 
cil, being nominated at a meeting of 
citizens of his ward, irrespective of 
parly 
lie was in Florida at the time, 


and knew nothing of his selection until 
his return. 


After the assassination of Mayor Car- 


ter H. Harrison lie was nominated by 
the republicans to fill the unexpired 
term of that ill-fated gentleman, but 
defeated, by a small plurality, by John 
Hopltins

It is understood that the 


terms of the Nicaraguan diplomatic 
note were submitted to and approved

Britain. With

jection of Nicaragua's proposition, the 
controversy returns to the same con- 
ditions which existed before the reply 
was made, except that the payment of 
the £15,000 demanded is now due, the 
seven weeks from February 26 having 
expired yesterday. The United States 
has already been assured that no Nica- 
raguan port where American interests 
are important will be bombarded, but 
the question of Great Britain's attach- 
ing Nicaragua's custom receipts is still 
an open one, in which the United 
States, it is said at the state depart- 
ment, has not yet made any repre- 
bentations. 


A member of the diplomatic corps 


said to-day that the United States 
would not be warranted in interfering 
with Great Britain in the collection of 
legitimate debts, providing no injury 
was inflicted on the interests of the 
United States, which are recognized 
by all nations as paramount on the 
American isthmus and especially in 
any country which included territory 
available for interoceanic transporta- 
tion by canal or otherw ise. 


As to the measures which Great Brit- 


ain might resort to to enforce payment 
of her claims against Nicaragua (short 
of bombarding Greytown, which is not 
a probable step), it is suggested block- 
ade of Nicaragua ports could be ef- 
fected so a? to prevent their vocation 
until a settlement had been reached. 


Great Britain could also take forcible 


possession 
of the customhouse at 


Corinto and collect all duties on im- 
ports into the couatry until the sum 
thus collected equalled the amount of 
the demand made. To do this, how- 
ever, she will be compelled to land a 
force of marines in the town and 
would be therefore, for the time being, 
in, the possession of Nicaraguan soil. 


There is good authority for thfa 


statement that Nicaragua, rather than 
resort to war with Great Britain, will 
probably pay the money demanded. 
She will, however, pay it under pro- 
test and insi.st that it has been wrung 
from her arbitrarily and by force, and 
tliat in thus yielding to the inevitable 
she cannot be understood as agreeing 
that the claim is a just one until it 
shall first have been passed upon by a 
board of arbitration.

The American .angler, in,many re^ 


spects a remarkable fish, takes its name 
from three curious growths projecting 
from the top of its head with which it 
angles for prey. These growths are 
something like flexible, proportionately 
slender quills from which the feathery 
web upon the sides has been entirely 
stripped except for a little tuft upon 
the end. Each quill-like projection is 
made to serve as a rod and line, with a 
bait upon the end of it. When not in 
use they lie together flat upon the an- 
gler's head, extending back in a line 
between the eyes, and are scarcely dis- 
tinguishable except on close inspection. 
They do not start from the same point 
in the Dsh's head, but are all in line, 
the first one not far back from the 


t of the upper jaw, and the last 
fcaline 
between the eyes. The 


Muldfeone is a little the longest of the 
Ju-ee, The angler here pictured is now 
at the New York aquarrura. It is, says 
the Sun of that city, about three feet in 
length. Upon this fish the flrstof these 
growths starts from a point about two 
and a half inches back from the point 
of the jaw, the next is about two 
inches back of the first, and the third, 
which is between the eyes of the fish, 
is about two inches back of the second.

The angler is a bottom feeding fish 


'and it lives mostly upon the bottom.

The angler lies upon the bottom 
perhaps partly covered with mud or 
sand, or partly imbedded in seaweed. 
]!ig as it may be its make-up is such 
that it is practically invisible. It opens 
its capacious mouth and erects the 
quill-like growths, or flexible spines, 
upon its back. It curves these spines 
over forward, bow like, in front of and 
over its mouth, and there it dangles the 
tassels in the water as bait. As the 
spines are set at different points and 
are of somewhat different lengths tha 
baits are not all together, and the at- 
traction is multiplied. It is like a man 
putting three hooks on his line a little

apart. The angler does not intend that 
the fishes shall take the bait, but only 
that they shall be attracted, and when 
it has drawn them near enough it snaps 
its big jaws together upon such as are 
within reach. 
The angler is variously known as the 


goosefish, all-mouth, bellowsfiah and 
devilfish, though it is difficult to see 
why it should be called devilfish, for in 
appearance it is rather comic than dev- 
ilish. 
The angler here illustrated, 


which is the larger of two at the city's 
aquarium, is, as already stated, about 3 
feet in length. It is about 15 inches 
wide across the body, and about 3K 
feet across its extended fins; its weight 
is 35 to 40 pounds; it is not full grown. 
At its full growth the American angler 
is generally about 4 feet long, and 
sometimes grows a little longer. 


The American angler is ordinarily 


chocolate colored or drab, and its back 
is mottled all over. It has a fringe of 
barbels all around the under side of its 
body. 
Its mouth extends almost en- 


tirely across its body; its under 
jaw 
projects 
greatly. 
Its 
side 


fins look something like elephant's 
ears; it uses them mainly to bal- 
ance itself with and to facilitate its 
movement up or down in the water, 
making but very small use of them as 
an aid in swimming. It propels itself 
mainly with its tail, which is very pow- 
erful. The angler uses its tail as one 
might use a single oar in sculling, and 
as it moves forward its body weaves 
with something the motion that scull- 
ing might impart to a square-bowed 
skiff. It is rather slow and sluggish in 
movement, and yet it is a fair swim- 
mer, and it moves with an appearance 
of momentum and power. 


The angler lives on fish and Crustacea; 


a full-grown angler will eat a codfish 
weighing five or six pounds, or a good- 
sized lobster. It has two sets of teeth, 
the first set, which are from one-quar- 
ter to seven-eighths of an inch in 
length, being just within the lips; 
with these it rends and tears its food. 
Further back in its mouth it has an- 
other set of shorter, flat teeth for 
crushing; with these it c?aeks the 
shells of Crustacea, Suppose it catches 
a lobster; the angler might bite and 
kill it with its first rows of teeth, and 
it would then pass it back to the crush- 
ing teeth, where the shell would be 
taken off. The angler can clean a lob- 
ster of its shell pretty well; sometimes 
it rejects the big claws, meat an&*all. 
At the same time it may swallow some 
fragments of shell; and often there are 
found in the angler small lobsters and 
crabs, with the shells complete, which 
it may have swallowed intentionally or 
inadvertently. 


The American angler is found along1 


the Atlantic coast as far south ai the 
Capes of Delaware. They most abound 
in the spriasr and fall. 


It is probable that in a great majority 


of cases biliousness, so called, has no re- 
lation to trouble with the liver, but is, 
in fact, nothing more than an attack of 
dyspepsia. On this supposition the ag- 
gravated phenomena, such as headache, 
.vomiting, feverishness and general in- 
disposition, which are present in bilious 
attacks, are easily explained by what is 
known as auto-infection. 


As we all know, if the food taken into 


the stomach is not properly cared for, it 
undergoes putrefaction. It is uhc ab- 
sorption of these germs of putrefaction 
by tho blood which gives rise to the fa- 
miliar phenomena of biliousness; and 
because the poison is generated and ex- 
erts its influence in tho same body, the 
process is called auto-infection — that is, 
self-infection. 


To the presence of these germs of 


putrefaction in the blood are due also 
the bad taste in the mouth and the mud- 
dy complexion which characterize so- 
called bilious people. The presence of 
bile is not necessary to the production 
of such disorders. 


In short, every phenomenon connect- 


ed with a typical case of biliousness may 
be satisfactorily explained as resulting 
from the presence of the germs of poi- 
son in the blood. 


This being true, much can bo done in 


the way of preventing sucli attacks by 
regulating the diet and keeping the 
bowels open. 
In treating an acute attack of bilious- 


ness the digestive canal must be imme- 
diately relieved of its unmanageable 
burden by an emetic or a brisk cathartic 
— or in some cases by both. 


After this has been thoroughly done 


we may allay the irritation of the stom- 
ach, which has caused the vomiting, by 
swallowing bits of ice or draughts of 
some acid drink, like unsweetened lem- 
onade. The headache and feverishness 
will usually disappear with the relief of 
the stomach and 
< bowels. Kest and 


quiet will complete the cure. 


Repeated attacks of biliousness are 


liable to be excited by some organic dis- 
order, especially of the heart or liver, 
and affections of these organs should be 
carefully excluded by a medical exam- 
ination. — Youth's Companion,

Microbe That Is Hard to Kill. 


Prof. Renk, who is engaged in mak' 


ing some interesting experiments on 
the vitality of the comma bacilli, the 
so-called "microbe of cholera," has jnst 
finished a treatise containing his ob- 
servations on the ability of such organ- 
ism to withstand intense cold. He has 
found that they wiS live for some tune, 
ard exhibit their usual liveliness in a 
temperature 10 degrees colder than 
freezing. A single "culture" of these 
germs in a bowl of beef broth, reduced 
to a temperature of from 5 to 7 degrees 
below the zero of the centigrade ther- 
mometer (which is about the same as 20 
to 23 above the zero mark of the Fahren- 
heit instrument) were unusually lively 
at the end of 100 hours' exposure. He 
found, however, that as they were un- 
interruptedly exposed to such a degree 
of cold for a longer period than that 
mentioned above, they gradually lost 
vitality, and at the end of five days 
were perfectly lifeless, and utterly un- 
able to do damage, should they be 
taken into the human system. 


Electric Traction In RmMia.
